9. The filler device as defined in\Claim 1, characterized in that the locking device 
13, 14) has a resiliently deflectable locking lug (15, 16) on one of the parts (filler neck 
(23) or closure cap (1)), which is located inf^e movement region of one engagement 
element (25, 26) against the other part (23). 




^?t3. The filler device as defined in Claim 11, characterized in that the locking lug 
(13, 14) is arranged at the transition froV the axial to the circumferential segment, and 
has inclined ramps (19, 20, 21, 22) in theVial and the radial direction. 


14. The filler device as defined in Claim 1, characterized in that the filler neck 
(23) and the closure cap (1) have several pairs of complementary engagement elements 
(7, 8, 25, 26), which are arranged in such a way that the closure cap (1) can be emplaced 
in a corresponding number of initial positions; and that an equal number of locking 
devices (13, 14) is provided. 
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
